DESIGNS ARIZONA PRISON, 


| Lee Angeles Architect Gets Commie- 
sion for Territorial Penitentiary 
at Florence. 

Thornton Fitzhugh, well-known Los 
Angeles architect, is the designer of 
the new Territorial prison at Florence, 
Arts., work on which Already is under 
way. The plan of the prison is an odd 
one, as the picture published last Sun- 
day in this department. Bids for 
the actual construction work will be 
received in Phoenix, Aris, up to July 
3%, ihe work on the foundation exca- 
vations being under way. 

At present three only of the radical 
shown will be 
erected. The general scheme calls for 
an exterior wall in the form of a 
Square, 21 feet high and 600 feet from 
corner to corner. In the Iinclosure 
will be erected a machinery butiding,

Think of the standing and prestige that will come 
to all smaller communities by their close connection 
with this city, welding all their interests and in- 
fluence into one! A new impetus of growth and 
progress will be imparted to each one of these 
lesser communities by this consolidation. 

There will be great interests already existing to 
protect. There will be new.enterprises to set on 
foot and carry forward to success. With the united 
forces of the consolidated communities all working 
for a common purpose and with united energy, 
these achievements will*be easier. 

There seems to be no great enterprise in sight of 


anything like the importance of consolidating city 


and county. The aceomplishment will add greatly 
to the prestige of the whole country embraced in 
the bounds of the new city and county of Los 
Angeles.

UTUAL PATIENCE CALLED FOR. 
We are going through a transition period in 
the relations between the government and business. 
There is truth still in the old adage that the least 
governed people are the best governed. There is 


also truth in the view of the great statesmen who 


founded the American government that the less 
the government has to do with the business of the 
people the better for the government, for the people 
and for their business. 

But the evolution of corporafions has forced the 
government into more intimate relations with the 
business of the people. This is a new governmental 
function among us, The government's interference 
with business is very ervde. The so-called Sher- 
man act is impossible. The operations of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission are creating very 
great friction where there is no intention to do 
wrong. In some cases the commission is acting 
in a manner which, although legal, may make busi- 
ness ible. 
The latest case is that touching trans-Pacific 
trade, which, if the commission is right, and the 
railroads cannot yield, will turn over all that trade 
to Japanese merchants or drive it the other way 
around the world, through the Suez Canal. The 
loss to the Pacific Coast will be almost unbearable. 
Some of our ports will be well-nigh ruined. 

In the crude shape in which these relations of the 
government with the business of the people stand, 
there must be much mutual forbearance. The com- 
mission should not be guided in all cases by the 
letter of the law. The spirit gives life, the letter 
kills. When there is no intent to injure others, 
where trade is stimulated, not restrained, why mis- 
apply the full rigor of a law that was made to 
keep trade active and give all an 
do business?

HE UNIONITES AND MEXICO. ‘ 

An interesting illustration of how the West- 
ern Federation of Miners always gets off on the 
foot was afforded recently at Denver, when 
the organization proclaimed in favor of the alleged 
Mexican revolutionists, now held along the border, 
awaiting possible extradition. Without reference 


conditions and a dangerous and reprehensible desire 
to interfere with the government of a neighboring 
and friendly nation. It is bad enough when it seeks 
to overthrow the law within this United States, 
constituting something that approaches the verge 
of treason, but we within the United States, secure 
in the power of the law, view such actions with all 
too tolerant eye. In Mexico, however, what must 


shadow of the American flag, has formally deter- 
mined to defy the Mexican government upon Mex- 
ican soil? 

In view of the fact that the Mexican prisoners 
are protesting against their deportation to their na- 
tive land on the ground that they are wanted for 
political and not for civil crimes, it is interesting 
to note the declaration of the Federation that “the 
accused men were simply organizing Mexican unions 
and not inciting the rebellion.” It is to be assumed 
that the prisoners know less of their own cases than 
do the paid jawsmiths of “labor” in Denver. 

And the Federation is flying in the face of its 
own interest. At the bottom of the disaffection 
within Mexico is a dog-in-the-manger idea that the 
Americans are enjoying too much profit from their 
operation of the mines of the country, even though 
such operation has resulted in vast wealth for North- 
ern Mexico, in the quadrupling of the wage scale 
and in the employment of every Mexican who wishes 
to work. The element antagonistic to President Diaz 
would also shut every foreigner out of the mines 
of Mexico. Wherever a union exists among Mex- 
ican miners, railroad hands and laborers, 
among the main objects sought is the elimination 
of the American, the foreigner, from all lucrative 
employment and the denial of property rights in 
Mexico to any one save a Mexican. What the suc- 
cess of such a policy would lead to could readily 
be foreseen. It would mean the closing down of
